No single invention has made possl- 
Ide greater saving of human life than 
( the microscope. 
Its origin dates back 
to antiquity. ‘ There is every reason 
to believe that the ancients had some 
knowledge of the use of the single 
lens. 
The compound microscope was 
probably Invented shortly after the 
middle ages. 
Tho Italians and the 
Dutch both claim the discovery. 
These ancient microscopes w’ere very 
erude lnsii;ninents comi)ared with those 
of today. They were, however, sufii- 
clently powerful to reveal myriads of 
living things in tlie clear atmosphere as 
well as in a clear tuml>ler of water, but 
they left us to imagliM' a great unseen 
living world beyond the power of the in­ 
strument, and that is oven so todtiy 
w'ith our most improved microscopes. 
in the hands of srlentists the mi­ 
croscope has revealed from time to 
time a teeming life of bacteria every- 
wln're present. Some of these minute 
organisms are the friends and some 
tlie deadly foes of man. 
Vegetalde, 
and indirectly animal life, depimds 
upon their work. 
Typhoid fever, tuberculosis, typlius 
fever, tetanus, and other diseases are 
the result of certain of these bacteria 
which can only be seen by the aid -of 
the microscope. 
There is evidence, 
but as yet no positive proof, tha/: they 
are responsible f(ir many other dis­ 
eases, tho etiology of which 
is yet 
unknown. 
An army of scientific workers is to­ 
day occupied in tho study of bacte­ 
riology for tlie purpose of discovering 
the organisms that produce the dilTer- 
ent diseases, and then to push on with 
the idea of discovering that which 
would produce immunity or cure. This 
work is vital to the welfare of hu­ 
manity 
There is a constant warfare between 
these little single-ceiled organisms and 
man.

Canada Improving in Every Way 
— AQriculturally, Commercially 
and Financially. 


The reports coming to hand every 
day from all brnnchus of industry in 
Canada speak highly of the construc­ 
tive ability of that country. 
Recently the managing directors of 
the Canadian Credit Men's Associa­ 
tion gave out the statement that busi­ 
ness in Wpstern Canada was good. In 
every branch it is better than in 1913, 
and everyone will remember that 
in 
that year business was excellent. He 
Bays: 
“The beauty of it is the way In 
which payments are coming in. 
Mer­ 
chants all over the West are taking 
their cash discounts. Such a ,transfor­ 
mation I never saw. 
•‘From the records in the office I 
knew it was getting better. 
We clear 
here every retail merchant in the coun- 
ti'y every three months, and we are 
therefore in the closest touch and have 
intimate knowledge of the way trade 
Is going and how payments are being 
made. 
Conditions at the present mo­ 
ment are hotter than I liad dreamed it 
was possible that they should be. 
“The statements which we are re­ 
ceiving with reference to the standing 
of country merchants indicates thut 
tliere w’lll be very few fail^ires this 
fall. It is quite I’emarkable. Men who 
have been behind for years and in the 
hole are actually paying spot cash for 
everything, and taking their cash dis­ 
counts. 
Banks and loan companies 
this fall will have more money than 
they know what to do with. 
“Tills is about the condition of trade, 
and I am glad to say there is no exag­ 
geration in what 
j l have said. 
The 
business of the prairie provinces is in 
Bpiendid condition.” 
Cix)p reports are also good. 
From 
All parts comes the word that the crop 
conditions >vere never better, and the 
situation at llie time of writing is 
tJiat there will be fully as great a 
yield asi in 1915, when the average of 
wheat over the entire country was up­ 
wards of SO bushels per acre. 
The 
harvest therefore will be a heavy one— 
and, following the magnificent harvest 
of last year, the farmers of Western 
Canada will all bo in splendid shape. 
Old indebtednesses, much of \vhich 
followed them from their old homes, 
are being wiped out, improvements are 
now being planned, and additional 
acres added to their present holdings. 
During the past year there was a 
large increase in the land sales both by 
tlie Canadian Pacific and Canadian 
Korthern land companies, as well as 
by private individuals. A great many 
of the purchases \Vere made by farm­ 
ers who thus secured adjoining quar­ 
ters or halves, the best evidence prob­ 
ably that could be had of the value 
of Western Canada land when those 
who know the country best are adding 
to their holdings. 
A number of out­ 
siders have also been purchasers, but 
very little land has changed hands for 
Bpeculative purposes. 
An evidence of the prosperity of the 
country is found in the fact that such 
a largo number of farmers are pur­ 
chasing automobiles. 
Alleged hard times in Manitoba have 
not dampened the ardor of motorists 
or prospectiva ones. 
The automobile 
license department reported a few 
days since that there are 1,600 more 
private owners of cars in the province 
this year than last. 
Tlie number of 
licenses issued this year was 10,400, as 
against 8,800 last year. 
At an aver­ 
age cost of $1,000 each the newly pur­ 
chased cars represent a total outlay of 
11,600,000, while the total number of 
cars In the province are worth approx­ 
imately $10,000,000. The new cars are 
of modern types. 
Many people, for some unexplained 
reason, have feared and continue to 
iear that this country Avlll experience 
a period of industrial and business 
dullness after the war. 
There seems 
to be no justification for such a specu­ 
lation. 
On the contrary, there are sound 
reasons for belief in the prediction of 
Mr, Kingman Kott Robins, vice presi­ 
dent of th^ Farm Mortgage Bankers* 
Association of America, who, in the 
Monetary Times, declares that Canada 
will experience her greatest propor­ 
tionate development in production Im­ 
mediately after the conclusion of the 
w»ar. The country will certainly have 
exceptionally 
favorable 
commercial 
conditions to take advantage of. 
There will be the great need of Eu­ 
rope in tlie work of reconstruction, 


ánd along with this, the nnturnl trnil- 
ency of the allies to trade among them­ 
selves, and perhaps special trading 
privileges. Mr. Robins points out that 
the greatest development in the United 
States followed the costly and destruc­ 
tive civil w’ar. 
Mr. Robins, in an address before the 
Bondmen’s Club of Chicago, expressed 
the opinion of a fnr-thlnklng mind and 
the review of an experience of the last 
of his numerous trips tlirough the Ca­ 
nadian West. 
When he said ho re­ 
garded the spirit of the Canadian 
people, as he found it, the most ad­ 
mirable and encouraging feature oí 
the entire situation. 
They are facing 
the sacrifices of war courageously and 
with calm .confidence as to the result, 
and in similar spirit they face the eco- 
nomlc future, confident, but expecting 
to solve their problems only by dint of 
hard and intelligent effort. 
An important part of Mr. Robins’ 
address, which invites earnest atten­ 
tion, Is that in which he refers to the 
land situation, and when his remarks 
are quoted they carry with them the 
impression gained by one who has 
given the question the careful thought 
of a man experienced In economic ques­ 
tions, and specially those relating to 
LOil and its production. He is quoted 
as saying: 
“Agricultural Canada was never so 
prosperous, and immigration of agri­ 
cultural population both during and 
after the w’ar seems a logical expecta­ 
tion, finding support in an increasing 
immigration at present from the Unit­ 
ed States, in spite of ntimerous ca­ 
nards spread broadcast throughout the 
United States to discourage emigration 
to Canada. The lands of Western Can­ 
ada, however, as long as they are as 
at present the most advantageous for 
the settler of any on the continent, 
n)ust continue to attract, despite mis­ 
representation, and on the increase of 
its agricultural and other primarily 
productive population depends the eco­ 
nomic future of Canada. 
All other 
problems are secondary to this, and 
the large interests of Canada, recog­ 
nizing this fact, are preparing to se­ 
cure and hold this population both dur­ 
ing and after the war. They are con­ 
tent to let city development and other 
'secondary phases and superstructure 
follow In natural course. 
This recog­ 
nition of the true basis of economic 
development is an encouraging augury 
for the future.” 
“The war has brought the United 
States and Canada nearer together 
economically than ever before. 
The 
total investment of United States capi­ 
tal In Canada doubtless exceeds $1,000,- 
000,000, of which $300.000,000 has been 
invested since the war began. Except 
for Great Britain, Canada is the Unit­ 
ed Slates’ best customer. Our exports 
to ail of South America in the last 
three years were less than a third of 
our exports to Canada in the same pe­ 
riod, altliough Canada has been rigidly 
reducing her imports since the w^ar be­ 
gan. 
Even France, a good customer 
of the United States, bought $70,000,- 
000 less than Cai.ada during 1913, 1914, 
1915. 
And yet Canada’s purchasing 
power Is in the first stages of develop­ 
ment only. It has been estimated that 
the United States can support a popu­ 
lation of 600,000.000. 
Using the same 
basis of calculation In reference to nat­ 
ural resources, Canada can support a 
population of 400,000,000. 
“Canada is potentially the most pop­ 
ulous, and, in primary production, at 
least, the richest unit of the British 
empire, and it behooves us in the Unit­ 
ed States to know our Canada.*' 
The 
social 
conditions 
throughout 
Western Canada aré everything that 
could be desired. 
Schools have been 
established in all districts where there 
may be ten or twelve children of school 
age, and these are largely maintained 
by liberal government grants. A fund 
for this purpose Is raised from the 
revenue derived from the sale of school 
land, one-eighteenth of all lands being 
set aside as school -lands. 
All the 
higher branches of education are cared 
for, there being high schools at all 
Important centers, and colleges and 
universities In the principal cities. 
The difTerent religious denomina­ 
tions prevail, each having its separate 
church, and religious services are held 
In every hamlet and village, and In 
far-off settlements the pastor fiuvls an 
attentive congregation. The rural tele­ 
phone Is one of the great modern con­ 
veniences that brings the farm home 
nearer to the market. 
It Is not saying too much to state 
that In matters of social importance, 
in the most remote settlements they 
carry with them the same Iniiuence as 
is to be found in the most prosperous 
farming districts of any of the fitatef 
of the Union.—Adveiaisement.

each to select a farmer partner. It is 
noticeable that there are just about 
the same number of farmers as pu­ 
pils in tho average district. 
In any 
event the children are so apportioned 
that each farmer has a young partner. 
Each pupil calls upon hia farmer part­ 
ner to learn how ho cares for his seed 
corn, asking him the name of tho 
variety, how ntany bushels he has se­ 
cured per acre, what date tho crop 
was planted, what date gathered, 
how hung up, how protected from 
rats and mice, how much he has on 
hand, and how much he is willing to 
take for what surplus seed corn he 
may have for sale. 
This information is taken back to 
school, where the pupils compare 
notes and each writes his findings. 
The farmer partner is invited to come 
to a school meeting, and tho best es­ 
says are selected and read. 
If it is found that the seed corn 
is scarce, the next duty of the young 
partner is to locate all the 1914 corn 
still in the crib, and to test it for 
vitality. These tests are to bo made 
with corn during February and March. 
The “rag doll,” which is the most 
popular testing method, is being sup­ 
plied through the co-operation of the 
grain men, millers, bankers, commer­ 
cial clubs, etc., to all of the schools 
v/hose pupils will sign an agreement, 
each designating his willingness to 
select and co-operate with a different 
farmer. 
Tho value of this campaign will bo 
beyond computation. If, in the aver-

age corn county there are 100,000 
acres of corn land, an increase of ten 
bushels per acre, which is entirely 
reasonable through 
seed 
selection 
alone, would add millions of bushels 
of corn which might otherwise not be 
grown.

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If Solomon had lived in this cen­ 
tury he would no doubt have written 
that of the making of 
recipes there Is no end,” 
and yet there is really 
nothing new und(»r the 
sun. Food combinations 
which 
are 
pas.sed 
on 
from one to anothor as 
original may be fomui 
v(*rbatim in some popu­ 
lar cook book, .so that a 
truly new recipe is at 
I’are as a perfectly sat­ 
isfied jierson. 
As rhubarb is cheap, is easily grown, 
and when one has a small garden spot 
a few plants will yield all one needs 
for the table It is evident that too 
n)uch has not bet»n .said in its favor. 
One method of canning It for win­ 
ter use to be made into pie.s. is very 
slmiile—i)repare it by removing tiie 
peeling and cut in bits, then fill fruit 
jar.^ as full as it can be packed in, and 
turn In the cold water from the ttip or 
pump until it overflows and all the 
bubbles of air are expelled. 
Put on 
the rubber and cover and seal as usual. 
Of course it Is hardly nece.ssary to 
state that the jars should liave been 
well sterilized, the rubbers dipped In 
Imt water and the tops well scalded to 
make the sterilization complete. 
Rhubarb Jam.—Cut the rhubarb in 
lengths and 
choo.se the stalks that 
Inive a good red cidor. If cut very ear­ 
ly in the .spring It need not be peeled, 
but biter ilie 
skin 
becomes 
tough. 
Cover the cut rhubarb with an equal 
weight of .sugar and let st^uid over 
night. 
I ’or each three pounds of fridt 
add a thinly sliced lemon, discarding 
the seeds. 
Cook a half liour after biv 
ginning to boil, then simmer for an­ 
other half hour. 
At the last add a 
small quantity of siiredded, hlanclied 
almonds and put in jars for winter 
use. 
A most delightful combination i’or 
those who are fond of ginger is four 
pounds of sugar to five pounds of rhu- 
barb, the juice and rind oi tiiree lenif 
ons and a small jar of pi*eserved ginger 
with the sirup. Add a cupful of water, 
cut the ginger very fine and conk slow* 
ly an hour. 
Put into jelly glasseij and 
seal as usual. 


Eggs cooked in the shell until hard 
by putting them on in boiling water, 
a pint to an egg. cover tightly an(J 
stand in a warm place thirty minutes, 
then shell, roll in crumby and fry. Tiio 
eggs are v.'ell cooUad but tender and 
digestible in this way.

P. Borden 
a member of the Quebec bridge com 
mission, expressed the opinio.) that 
only three persons were lost. Severa! 
hours after the accident happened o 
special 
train

Quebec brought 
twenty men who had been injured. 
Nine years ago a similar nccidenl 
nt the same spot took a toll of seventy 
lives. This time ninety men were car 
ried into the river when the 5U00-toii 
span, being raised from pontoons in 
an engineering feat designed to com 
plete the $17,000,000 cantilever suspen 
sion for transcontinental railway trai 
fic, plunged fifteen feet to the wat?i 
and sank 200 feet, perhaps never tc 
bo recovered. 
Contradictory stories wero told ro 
garding the collapse. 
The pontoons 
had been removed and the span was 
being lifted by massive hydraulic* jack, 
when, according to some of the spec 
tators, the northorn end of the span 
fell with the breaking of girders. Fran 
tic efforts were made to place a chair 
rope around the tottering structure 
but with reports like shells exploding 
the remaining supports snapped and 
the span disappeared with a tremen 
dous splash. 
Some of the observers 
said that the structure also buckled al 
the center as it fell. 
Groups of men at work slipped ofl 
Into the water and others ware knock­ 
ed into spare by fiying debris. Scorcs 
of craft containing spectators went tt 
the rescue and their endeavors pre 
rented a larger loss of life.
